HENRY FORD'S BROTHER 
DIES OF HEART FAILURE 


Wealthy Real Estate Dealer 
Found Dead on Cot in an 
Unoccupied Home. 


SEARCH HAD BEEN MADE 


Detroit, Sept. 28 (A.P.).—A victim 


John Ford, wealthy real 
estate operator and brother of Henry 
Ford, died alone in an unoccupied cot- 


tage in Fordson last night. The body. 
lying on a bed left in the cottage by 
its last tenant, was found shortly be- 
fore 6 o’clock this morning by Fordson 
police and Robert W. Ford, a son, who 
began search when Mr. Ford failed to 
return to his home from a meeting of 
the Fordson city council, of which he 
was president. 

The cottage, recently purchased by 
Mr. Ford, is but a few squares from the 
Ford homestead, and it is believed Mr. 
Ford“ went to the place to inspect it 
when he was stricken. 

Pending the formality of a post- 
mortem examination, the body was 
held today in an undertaking estab- 
lishment in Dearborn. It later will be 
removed to the Ford home, where 
funeral services are to be held Friday, 
with burial in Grand Lawn Cemetery, 
not far from the spot where William 
and Mary Litegot Ford settled when 
they came to the United States from 
Ireland, and where Henry and William 
Ford were born. 

Charles T. Earl, deputy coroner, who 
inspected the body, and Mr. Ford's 
physician, Dr. A. L. Sherwood, joined 
in the opinion that death was due 
solely to heart disease. There were 
no marks of violence on the body. 

Mr. Ford was last seen when he left 
the council meeting at 9 o’clock. The 
discovery of his automobile near the 
house led searchers to the cottage, the 
door of which was unlocked. 

Mr. Ford had been prominently 
identified with State and civic affairs. 
As a partner in a local real esate firm 
and an officer of two banks he be- 
came wealthy. Until about ten years 
ago he was a dairy farmer with a 40- 
acre farm adjoining the family home- 
stead and was interested in farmers’ 
problems. He was a member of the 
State fair board. 

Besides his brothers, Henry and Will- 
iam Ford, and a sister, Mrs. Margaret 
Ruddiman, he is survived by his wife 
and three children.

It is expected 
the conversation will be strictly formal, 
with the usual diplomatic greetings. 

Guests at the Pan-American Building 
and the Mexican National Palace will 
be equipped with head phones by the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
and the International Telegraph & 
Telephone Corporation, under whose 
auspices the service will be inaugurated. 

The Mexican presidential party will 
catch the strains of the Mexican Na-

Band will play “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” for the American listeners.

Vice President Charles G. Dawes, 
himself a brigadier general in the 
World War, tonight paid tribute to 
the women of the Nation in an ad- 
dress before the convention. 

“You have passed as _ individuals 
through the greatest grief that can 
come to human kind, but you are 
proving that it is out of human suffer- 
ing that highest and most unselfish 
resolves of humanity come,” Gen.

The Vice President made no mention 
of his own great loss when his son, 
Rufus F. Dawes, was drowned in 1912 
just as he reached manhood, but he 
might have been giving the war 
mothers a peep into his own heart 
when he commiserated with them in 
these words:

His 
father, Lemuel H. Doty, a_ Biloxi, 
Miss., lawyer, told the Memphis Even- 
ing Appeal over the telephone today 
about his plans. 

“IT expect him to remain at home 
this time,” said the elder Doty. “He 
will be put immediately to work and 
kept. busy.

He 
grew homesick while fighting the

SCENE AT MONUMENT 
IS IMPRESSIVE EVENT 


Detachments of Troops in 
Square Salute Party 
From America. 


Rome, Sept. 28 (A.P.).—Ront® extend- 
ed open arms today to the 260 mem- 
bers of the American Legion headed by 
National Commander Howard P. Sav- 
age, who made the pilgrimage to the 
Eternal City. The celebration of the 
legionnaires’ visit took on various forms, 
in which the friendship of Italy for 
America was warmly demonstrated. 

First came a solemn ceremony at the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier, to which 
the legionnaires marched through 
streets where the Stars and Stripes and 
the Italian tricolor lavishly were en- 
twined. Detachments of infantpy, 
cavalry, artillery, the aviation comps 
and naval men, with lines of Fascist 
litia in their black shirts, flanked the

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of “Long Live America!” and “Long 
Live the Legion!” 

Rome presented one of its best 
aspects this morning when the le- 
gionnaires went to the tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier, a golden sun in the 
bluest kind of sky giving a cheerful 
background to the solemn ceremony.

President Coolidge especially is 60 
confident. A growing number of sena- 
tors and members of the House are 
convinced that something’ must be 
definitely done at this session for the 
merchant ships ard the majority of 
those interested believe that the Gov- 
ernment should definitely go into the 
steamship business. 

Plans are, in fact, to press the Jones 
bill of the last session which would 
definitely commit the Government to 
a policy of owning and operating the 
vessels. 

The Shipping Board has given warn- 
ing that the question of what to do 
with the tonnage now owned must be 
definitely decided. And it is in favor 
of.further appropriations to maintain 
and keep in repair the vessels now 
owned with a view to their disposal 
to private interests whenever suitable 
offers are made. 


Opposed by President. 


The President, on the other hand, 
thinks the country has been burdened 
with them long enough and he wants 
them sold. It is not believed that he 
would directly advocate their being 
sacrificed, but without going into de- 
tails or arguing with the Shipping 


Board over offers it has received, he 
wants them disposed of. 

Only recently, he brightened up at 
the suggestion of E. N. Hurley, former 
chairman of the board, that the ves- 
sels be turned over to railroads to 
operate as an extension of their serv- 
ice. He let it be known that if this 
would not result in stifling. competi- 
tion, he was inclined to look favorable 
on the proposal. 

But if the incident has given the 
proposal any serious consideration since 
that time, it is quite likely he has 
definitely abandoned it as too diffi- 
cult of accomplishment. Senators of 
States who have ports, and members 
of the Fouse representing port cities 
have already voted their objections. 

They see in it a threat-to their 
States. Senator “Fletcher of Florida, 
declared that only about two ports on 
the Atlantic coast would be used if 
the railroads were permitted to obtain 
the vesesils. A railroad, for example, 
running into New York and having a 
transatlantic extension would hardly 
route any business through the port of 
Jacksonville, Fla. Incidentally, none 
of the railroad~ rushed to embrace 
Hurley’s suggestion. 

Senator Fletcher expressed the con- 
viction that the Jones bill would be 
passed at this session. He has a few 
amendments to offer but he said he 
and Senator Jones are in general agree- 
ment on them. 


No Other Course, Fletcher Holds. 


The Florida senator does not ordi- 
narily favor the Government going into 
business, but he holds the merchant 
marine situation is such that it is the 
only thing to do. Suitable offers, he 
said, can not be obtained at this time, 
at least, for the vessels, and he can 
not conceive of a policy that would 
simply permit them to deteriorate, lest 
eventually the Government will have 
no vessels to dispose of. The only 
thing to be done, as he sees it, is that 
the Government seriously embark upon 
&® program of maintaining. and building 
up its fleet. 

It is unthinkable, in the senator’s 
Opinion, that the country should aban- 
don its policy of maintaining an ade- 
quate merchant marine. 

President Coolidge recently let it be 
known that it is a heartless task to 
maintain the merchant marine, in the 
face of the attitude of the shippers 
and importers and the railroads. It is 
their failure to use American-owned 
vessels that has brought about the 
present condition, the President was 
represented as feeling.

Passage of the Jones bill would en- 
tail a sizeable appropriation, it is be- 
lieved, not only this year but the next, 
and it is for this reason that Repre- 
sentative Bacon, of New York, a mem- 
ber of the House merchant marine and 
fisheries committee, does not believe 
the Jones bill will be passed.

MYSTERY AS SALMON 
CATCH IS CUT IN HALF 


Government Unable to Explain | 
Why Fish Failed to 
Appear. 


(Associated Press.) 


For reasons as yet a mystery to the 
fishing industry and to Government 
experts, the salmon catch on the 
Pacific Coast this year has been re- 
duced to about 50 per cent of normal. 

Henry O'Malley, commissioner of 
fisheries, estimated yesterday the Alaska 
catch has been cut to 3,500,000 cases 
and on Puget Sound it has been re- 
duced to 675,000 cases, both figures 
being barely more than one-half of the 
1926 pack. In British Columbia the 
1927 catch of salmon amounted to 374,- 
382 cases, as compared with 786,697 in 
1926. 

“We are at a loss to know -why the 
salmon failed to put in their appear- 
ance,” O’Malley said. “The pink sal- 
mon variety, which lives through a 
‘tworyear cycle in salt water, was 
plentiful on the spawning beds in 1925, 
which should have brought the schools 
back to the fresh water streams in large 
numbers this year. All sorts of stories 
have been circulated to account for 
the disappearance, one attributing the 
death of the fish at sea to submarine

Nesle, American, Who Helped 
Seize Ship, Removed by 
British for Trial. 


FEAR OF VIOLENCE SEEN 


Miami, Fla., Sept. 28 (A.P.).—The 
British colonal secretary at Nassau, 
Bahamas, has been infornted that seiz- 
ure of a rum boat off Gun Key a few 
days ago by a United States Coast 
Guard cutter occurred within the limits 
of British territorial waters, belated 
radio advices said today. 

The dispatches also related that C. 
H. Nesle, an American arrested in con- 


nection with the seizure, had been 
taken from Bimini to Nassau under 
escort for trial on charges of larceny 
from a ship and receiving stolen goods. 
He was given a preliminary hearing 
by @ magistrate, who committed him 
for trial at the seat of government. 

Testimony at the hearing was that 
the seizure occurred about 1 mile off 
Gun Key light, it was said. Ensign E. E. 
Hahn, commanding the Coast Guard 
base at Fort Lauderdale, has admitted 
that Nesle was aboard the cutter which 
made the capture, but guardsmen de- 
clared ‘the seizure was made 12 miles 
off Gun Key, well within the terms of 
the treaty with Great Britain relative 
to such seizures. 

Hahn has declared that Nesle was 
acting as pilot aboard the cutter. The 
Nassau advices stated that the colonial 
secretary had been informed that “the 
man said to have been in command of 
the cutter at the time of the attack 
was an American named Nesle.” 

It was further related that Nesle had 
attempted to escape from the jail at 
Bimini, but had returned after break- 
ing out because he feared violence. 

A wireless dispatch to the Miami 
Daily News from its Nassau correspon- 
dent, quoted the following commu- 
nique by A. C. Burns, secretary of the 
colonial government at Nassau: 

“Pending removal to Nassau, Nesle 
was placed in the jail at Bimini. On 
the night of September 26, it appears 
that he either escaped or was. removed 
from the gaol but he gave himself up 
the following morning. 

“To obviate any chance of the prisoner 
again escaping or being removed, it 
was proposed to send him by seaplane 
to Nassau, but weather conditions 
rendered this impossbile and arrange- 
ments were made to send from Nassau 
a detachment of police if necessary to 
guard the prisoner. News received yes- 
terday afternoon was that the prisoner 
was being sent under escort to Nassau 
by the mail boat.”

The 
primaries, by destroying parties, are destroying 
the barriers which formerly helped to keep 
corrupt men out of office. 


AIDING MURDER. 


As fantastic in its horror as a play of ihe 
Grand Guignol type is the tale from St. Paul 
of the ten murders in eighteen months placed 
at the door of a single man. According to 
the story of a prisoner believed to have been 
implicated with him in some of the crimes, 
James Barrett embarked upon a career of mur- 
der by killing two policemen, who are alleged 
to have beaten him. He is said next to have 
killed three persons as the outgrowth of a 
bootlegging feud, and following that’ to have 
engaged in ruthless slaughter to cover up his 
crimes. He committed five more murders, ac- 
cording to the account, for fear that his earlier 
killings would be revealed; Barrett was fimally 
killed himself by the man who now relates the 
strange tale. 

That the dead man was insane appears to be 
self-evident. - If he were alive, it might even 
be that an insanity plea would be set up in 
his defense. Despite all the protection which 
the Government attempts to set up for peaceful 
citizens, there can be no adequate method of 
preventing the ravages of a deranged mind. 
A maniac often escapes suspicion for a much 
longer time than a criminal who acts in cold 
blood. Sane minds have difficulty in detecting 
the motives and impulses of those whose men- 
tal faculties are diseased. 

There is one method by which murderous 
tendencies can be curbed. An unarmed man, 
whether he is sane or insane, is much less like- 
ly to kill. The promiscuous sale of firearms 
places homicidal aids within the reach of all. 
It is evident that there must be more stringent 
regulation of the sale of firearms. The States 
should follow the Government, which through 
denial of the mails, has made it harder for 
guns to be sold. There will be danger as long 
as it remains as easy for a man to buy a re- 
volver as it is for him to purchase groceries. 
The way to end the menace is to remove all 
weapons from the reach of those who should 
not be allowed to have them.

Liberty bonds may convert their purchase into 
Treasury notes. Thousands of persons have 
not taken advantage of the privilege. 
terest payments will cease November 15. The 
Victory Loan was called in 1919. The latest 
Treasury statement showed that there were 
$3,031,000 worth of these bonds still in the 
possession of purchasers, who no doubt thought 
that their money was still working for them. 
The total amount carried on the books of the 
Treasury to redeem ancient bond issues was 
$11,224,510, according to the statement of 
August 30. The sum represents an economic 
loss of no mean proportions. Figured at an 
interest rate as low as 4 per cent the un- 
claimed funds would earn almost $500,000 
each year. Some of the “lost”? bonds repre- 
sent parts of issues floated prior to and during 
the Civil War. 

It is impossible to calculate the amount of 
money invested in industrial and other forms 
of private bonds that may be idle. Certainly 
it must swell the total, even though private and 
semipublic concerns in many instances have a 


the Government. The facts warrant a con- 
certed effort to remedy the situation. Neither 
the Government nor private concerns wish to 
have their books cluttered up with such dead 
accounts. They are as anxious to redeem the 
bonds as the holders should be to get their 
money and put it to a more useful purpose.

The immediate case in point is that of Lieut. 
John Howard Smith, formerly in the field ar- 
tillery of the American expeditionary forces. 
Lieut. Smith was taken prisoner by the Ger- 
mans in October, 1918. At the time of his 
capture he had personal effects, in the form 
of clothing, shoes, watch, cigarette case and 
other items coveted by his captors. He also 
had $185 in American money in his pockets. 
He was relieved of all his belongings, ahd 
when he returned to the United States he put 
in his claim for reimbursement. The value of 
his personal belongings, exclusive of the 
money, was determined to be $204, and that 
sum was paid to him. 

But the accounting office decided that under 
the law as it stood at the time he could not 
recover for the money taken by the enemy. 
However, in 1921, Congress so amended the 
law as to provide for reimbursement for the 
loss of money. Lieut. Smith, in accepting the 
original settlement, stipulated that by such 
acceptance he did not forfeit his rights to re- 
imbursement for the loss of his funds should 
the law be amended so as to authorize. pay- 
ment. His claim was, therefore, pending at the 
time the law was amended, and any honest 
business man would have taken prompt steps 
to settle the obligation, or if delayed in making 
settlement, would have been willing pay 
interest on the deferred payment. 

Congress enacted the law on March 4, 1921, 
The payment was, therefore, due from that 
date. But six years and six months elapsed 
before Comptroller General McCarl authorized 
Maj. Comeys, chief of finance of the army, to 
pay Lieut. Smith $185—without interest. In- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent for six anda 
half years on $185 is $72.15. The Director of 
the Budget should include among the recorded 
savings $72.15, to which Lieut. Smith would 
be entitled from an unofficial creditor, 
which he never will receive from Uncle Sam,

By this method it has been 
possible to identify many escaped convicts. 

During the last week the division received 
fingerprints from Birmingham, Ala, They 
were the marks of one W. V. Hill, arrested in 
the Alabama city charged with holding up and 
attempting to rob a citizen. The prints en- 
abled the identification division to identify 
him as a prisoner who had escaped from the 
State prison at Tallahassee, Fla. The Florida 
authorities were notified to go and get their 
man, 

Joe Ramirez was arrested in Los Angeles 
and his fingerprints reached Washington a few 
days later, when it was found that Joe was 
wanted in the State prison at Huntsville, Tex., 
from which institution he was ‘‘absent with- 
out leave.”’ 

Charles Fillmore was arrested in Salt Lake 
City, and within a brief period the identifica- 
tion division discovered, through the examina- 
tion of the prints of'his digits, that his real 
name is Charles Price and that the sheriff at 
Modesto, Calif., has a warrant for his arrest 
on a charge of bank robbery. The sheriff of 
Kingston, N, Y., having made fingerprints of 
a prisoner who had given his name. as John 
Duffy, sent on to Washington to ascertain 
whether John had not made a mistake in his 
name. Sure enough the prints belong to John 
Blaszak, who is wanted in Newark, N. J., 
where the authorities desire to ascertain 
whether he is guilty of having killed a man in 
September of last year. Duffy goes back to 
Newark as Blaszak. 3

Bad Effects of the Primary. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: It 
will be well if both political parties 
give heed to the lesson taught by the 
situation in Indianapolis. The mayor 
of that city has been found guilty by 
a jury of his fellow citizens of having 
accepted a bribe in advance of his 
election to cover appointments to re- 
sponsible offices in the city govern- 
ment.

The maladjusted and the sentimen- 
tal, in expressing their discontent with 
contemporary civilization, often sigh 
for the good old pastoral days when 
there were no machines to make life 
complicated and man was not a slave 
to cogs and levers. : 

It makes a very pretty picture pro- 
vided you leave out the ugly and pain- 
ful details, such as poverty, long hours 
of work, exhausting labor, discomfort 
and famine.. A machine civilization 
may have its defects, but after all it 
has some advantages, says the Kansas 
City Post. 

For instance; as Dr, Clarence Reiden- 
bach, pastor of the Westminster Con- 
gregational Church, said yesterday in a 
sermon, the modern machine has done 
more to bring intellectual and physical 
freedom to mankind than any other 
development of civilization. In the 
United States, the most highly mech- 
anized country in the world, the ma- 
chine has abolished the awful kind of 
poverty which 200 years ago was con- 
sidered natural and unavoidable. And 
it has produced a general level of com- 
fort which at the time the United 
States was founded was considered im- 
possible, 

Dr. Reidenbach pointed out that Italy 
and China are in dire poverty because 


they have no machines, comparatively 
speaking, and they will remain poor 
until they become industrialized. Only 
-mass production will save their work- 
men from long hours of grinding daily 
labor. , 

The machine gives man freedom and 
leisure. He may not make the best use 
of that leisure. He may use that ma- 
chine in world wars. But that is not 
the fault of the machine. The machine 
is there, ready to be turned to many 
uses, but what those uses will be. de- 
pends upon man, __

The committee on standardized names 
of the American Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion says narcissus, both for the scien- 
tific and common names: But if we 
turn to the old writings of horticultur- 
ists we find John Parkinson saying: 
“Many idle and ignorant gardeners do 
call some of these daffodils narcissus, 
when, as all know that know any Latin, 
that narcissus is the Latin name and 
daffodil the English of one and the 
same thing; and therefore alone, with- 
out any other Ephitite can not properly 
distinguish several thjngs.”’ 


‘Whatever the name, we are ultimate- 
ly concerned more with the use and ar- 
rangement of these lovely flowers in 
the border or garden bed.

In the open money markets, the 
report points out, rates on security 
loans ingreased slightly during Sep- 
tember, “while rates on commercial] 
paper and 00-day bankers’ acceptances 
remained unchanged at the lowest 
levels of the year. Discount rates at 
the Federal rve Banks: of Min- 
neapolis, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
San Francisco were reduced during 
September from 4 to 34 per cent, the 
rate prevailing in the other eight 
districts, 

Referring to business generally the 
Federal Reserve Board saya that dis- 
tribution of merchandise at wholesale 
and retail incréased more than ie usual 
in August, and sales were generally 
larger thad in August last year.

Increase of $400,000,000 
Noted From August 17 
to September 21. 


UTILITIES SHARES ACTIVE 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 


In its complete summary of condi- 
tions for August, issued yesterday, the 
Federal Reserve Board Bulletin reports 
that total loans on investments of 
member banks in leading cities be- 
tween August 17 and September 21 
increased by $400,000,000 to the largest 
figure on record. There were increases 
in loans on securities and in invest- 
ments as well as the seasonal growth 
in loans for agricultural and commer- 
cial purposes. 

The volume of reserve bank credit 
increased during the month ended 
September 21, reflecting the growth in 
the demand for current and an ex- 
port of gold. The increase was en- 
tirely in the holdings of acceptances 
and United States securities, as there 
was little change in the discounts for 
member banks. 

In the open money markets, the 
report points out, rates on security 
loans increased slightly during Sep- 
tember, while rates on commercial 
paper and 90-day bankers’ acceptances 
remained unchanged at the lowest 
levels of the year. Discount rates at 
the Federal Reserve Banks of Min- 
neapolis, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
San Francisco were reduced during 
September from 4 to 3% per cent, the 
rate prevailing in the other elght 
districts. 

Referring to business generally the 
Federal Reserve Board says that dis-
